Enclosed is literature describing the "Thresholder" - a new device 
for anchoring metal thresholds. 

Loose thresholds have plagued the building industry since metal 
thresholds were invented, and until now, no completely satisfactory method 
has been developed to solve the problem. 

The "Thresholder 0 consists of a #12 ga. steel Channel which is 
imbeded in the concrete. Sliding, rotating steel discs tapped for 12 - 2k 
and lA" machine screws provide the means for fastening the thresholds. 

The threshold can be located accurately in position even though 
the Channel is not accurately positioned with the door jambs. The rotating 
discs permit the threshold to be moved up to 3/U" each side of the c crater 
line, straight or skewed. 

Damaged thresholds are easily removed and replaced. When a new 
threshold with additional screw holes is used, simply add one or more discs 
Incur builders hardware supplier will carry component parts in stock. 

No tools other than a screwdriver and a pencil are necessary to 
install a threshold over the "Thresholder". 

"Thresholders" are stocked.in lengths of 30", 36", lj.8" and 60". 
Other lengths available on request. "Thresholders" can be obtained for 
installation in concrete or wood sub-floors.

SIMPLE INSTALLATION 



1. Locate Thresholder in position, grout concrete around 
it. Do not remove cardboard filler until Threshold is 
ready to be set. 


2. Set Threshold in desired position. Mark 
location of holes in bottom of Thres¬ 
holder with pencil or nail. 



3. Locate discs so that pencil 
mark and screw holes line up. 


4. Insert screws in discs. Set Threshold 
in mastic if desired. 


5. Draw up discs tight against channel 
flanges. Threshold is ready for use.
